We have had other correspondence with Richard Hall and Major Donald E 
Ssohie, Director of the National Investigations Committee on Aerial Phenomena. This 
organization was formed in 1956 as a privately-supported, fact-finding body to investigate 
unidentified flying objects. The organization claims that the Air Force has kept 
thousands of authentic reports on this topic from the public. Keyhoe has been known to 
the Bureau since the 1930's. He has been a free lance writer and a flamboyant style §& 
has characterized his articles.

July 19603; NICAP learned that Dr. Stranpes was claiming contact 
with a Venusian in the Pentagon, claiming to be a personal friend 
of Major Keyhoe (whom he has never met), and claiming to be a 
NICAP "insider2 or specially privileged spokesman member, otc. 
The Venusian claim was repeated in public talks (Document 2.) 
Similar reports about Dr. Stranges were received from Seattle, 
Minneapolis, and elsewhere, as he toured the country as an 
Ntevangelist" working NICAP and UFOs into his talks. 

July 27, 19603 a statement was prepared and sent to all NICAP 
Subcommittees and Affiliates (Decument 3) disowning Dr. Stranges! 
coe and asking the NICAP groups to keep an eye on his activ- 
tiles. 


August 4, 19603 NICAP wrbte to Dr. Stranges outlining the reports 
we had received and cautioning him that his membership would be 
revoked unless the claims involving NICAP were retracted and not 
repeated in the future. Dr. Stranges replied August 7, saying 
that these were "UNFOUNDED accusations" (emphasis his) and 
teompletely untrue." NICAP replied August 10 that we had no doubt 
of the two main points that he (1) had given the impression of 
being a special NICAP spokesman and intimate friend of Major 
Keyhoe while (2) making wild and unsupported claims such as the 
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one about a Venusian in the Pentagon. NICAP requested that he 
make it plain in future talks that his personal opinions were 
his own, and that he did not speak for NICAP. 


NICAP received a letter dated August 20, 1960 from a member in 
Minneapolis who had recently attended a talk by Dr. Stranges. 
Dr. Stranres, the member reported, gave the impression of being 
tq former special investigator for the FBI," (Whether stranges 
actually made this claim in so many words is irrelevant. It is 
further prodf that he is deliberately vague about his background, 
and states it so ambiguously that he gives people the impression 
of some connection with the FBI, Secret Service, and/or NICAP 
privileged status. The pattern of ambiguities appears throughout 
this report.) The member continued: "I couldn't get a straight 
answer out of him; he was in a hurry...he claims to have known 
aman from Venus and that he was in the Pentagon..." 












Immediately after Dr. Stranges’? Minneapolis talks, a prominent 
Minneapolis newsman phoned NICAP and informed us that Dr. Stranges 
had represented himself as a NICAP spokesman in a press interview. 
The newsman wanted to check the claim. He was told the facts about 
Dr. Stranges! similar claims as they were known at the time. 


September 3, 19603 With the assistance of the Los Angeles NIGAP 
Subcommittee (Dr. Stranges had by this time made this his base 

of operations) NICAP was monitoring his public appearances. On 

this date, NICAP menber{_~___jepoke to Dr. Stranzes personally 
at the Harmony Grove Space Convention, Escondido, Calif. (A typical 
"contactee" convention.) When questioned about his disagreement 
with NICAP, Dr. Stranges emphatically denied that he had made 

any such statements. He did admit making the claim about the 
"Venusian" in the Pentagon (previously denied, but by now public 
knowledge.) (See Document 4 concerning his book containing the 
"Venusian" Olain, 


October, 1960; College of Knowledge News Letter (published by 
"Dr." W.C. Halsey, who was recently prosecuted by the Food and 
Drug Administration for peddling a phoney cancer cure, and who 
also had centered his activities in Southern California}itying 
in to the "contactee"® conventions):"(I saw a flying saucer toy 
at the Oakland Space Craft Convention.) If you want one you may 
order it from Dr. Frank E. Stranges, 3940 Sepulveda Bivd., 
Culver City, California, $5.00 postpaid." (NICAP has seen ads 
for a flying saucer toy, selling for $5.00. This may or may not 
be the same one, If it is, the $5.00 brings "blueprints" on how 
to construct a saucer toy, not an actual toy or model!) 


Letter received from Seattle, Washington, dated October 8, 1960: 
(Dr. Stranges is quoted as repeating the Venusian claim in a 
public lecture.) "He was allowed to photograph the 'Venusian?t 
subject, but oddly enough at a later date, was not allowed to 
publish the picture in a book, although he does show the picture 
in public. (He later did publish the picture in a book-~See 
Decument 4.) Several times, in public and in private, he has 
used your name (Major Keyhoe) in a manner indicating that you 


and he are friends.,..he may imply much more than he actually says.

Letter from NICAP member, San Francisco, Calif., dated November 
17, 1960: (Dr. Stranges repeated his "Venusian" claims to a 
Saucer Convention at the Hotel Claremont, Berkeley, Calif.) 

tHe told the audience he is a NICAP member, which of course 
enhanced his prestige immensely." 


October 3, 1960; Dr. Stranpes gave 4 public talk sponsored by 
San Jose Understanding U,it No. 25 attended by a NICAP member. 
(The President of "Understanding" is Daniel Fry, who claims to 
have ridden on a space ship which landed at White Sands Proving 
Grounds.) (Document 5 shows emphasis on his NICAP membership, 
and the "Venusian" claim which was billed as the feature of the 
talk.) "Before the talk I asked him if he believed the man really 
came from Venus. All the answer I was able to get from Rev, 
Stranges was "He said he was from Venus.'..she talked for a full 
hour of jokes and comedy.+snever mentioning the man from Venus. 
At this point I got up and walked out." 


April 20, 1961; After increasing evidence that Dr. Stranges was 
associating himself with crackpot “contactee" conventions, and 
misusing his NIGAP membership, NICAP authorized its Los Angeles 
Subcommittee to deliver a letter and {5.00 check revoking his 
membership and refunding, the membership fee. (Document 6 is the 
statement released through the Subcommittee concerning the revoc~ 
ation of membership. } 





SUMMARY: More recently, Dr. Stranges has begun to claim that he 
is a member of the "National Investigations Committee," Wash., 
D.C. (Document 7.) This follows the usual pattern of "implying 
more than he actually states." Apparently he still is engaged 

in deliberate misrepresentation designed to give his audiences 
the impression that he has special connections with NICAP and/or 
the FBI and/or the U.S. Secret Service. Also, a contradiction 
appears in his literature about his religious training, and this 
too may involve misrepresentation. (In one place he is said to 
be a Doctor of Divinity from Minneapolis North Central Bible 
Gollere; in another, his D.D. allegedly was obtained from the 
Church School of Theolory, New Hampshire.) 


Dr. Strangest letterheads successively identify him as Board 
and Executive Committee member of the American Evangelistic 
Association, 2200 Mt. Royal Terrace, Baltimore 17, Md. (1958) 
"Stranges Evangelistic Party," 7847 6lst St., Glendale, N.Y. 
(late 1958.) *Stranges Evangelistic Campaigns," same N,Y. address 
as above, also "Southern Office, Garden State Apartment Hotel, 
215 SeW. First St., Miami, Fla." (Sept. 1959.) President of 

"International Evangelism Crusades, Inc.," same N.Y. and Florida 
addresses as above. The last title apparently is still current, 
with new addresses in Galifornia, including P.O. Box 25714, 

WU. Los Angeles, Calif. NICAP strongly disapproves of his dubious 
activities, which include collection of funds from audiences 
under circumstances which, to say the least, are very misleading.
